1. [Fina requested 25X1 
Office of Security approval and security requirements for the 
Employee Activity Association to hold a five (5) mile foot race 

on the Headquarters Compound this Spring. Attached is a diagram 

of the proposed course. After evaluating this request I see no 

objection in allowing the race to take place provided the require- 

ments in paragraph 2 are met. 


2. In order for the race to take place without interrupting 
Agency business and meeting security and safety requirements the 
following recommendations are made. 


a. The race should be run on a Sunday between the hours 
of 0900 and 1300.

to Agency employees and families 
Cs No publicity would be allowed outside of the Agency. 


d. Sponsors of the race would have to provide a 
minimum of 14 traffic monitors at the various 
intersections#along the course.

e. Runners must be instructed to stay as close to the 
right hand side of the street as possible facing 
oncoming traffic. 

f. Runners have to be made aware that the road ways 
in which they are running would not be exclusive 
to their use but would also be open to normal 
vehicle traffic. 
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g. Sponsors of the race must coordinate with the Office 
of Medical Services to insure that an adequate number 
of medical personnel are on hand to assist any runner 
requiring medical attention. 


3. It is felt that if the above requirements are met the race 
can be run in a safe and secure manner. With your approval and/or 
added requirements I will pass this information on : 25x14

SUBJECT : Proposed Employee Spring Race 
Per previous instructions, I held a meeting this morning with | STAT 
in regard to an "in house'' race that Stew had STAT 


proposed for this spring. We roughed out what we would like to do and how 
we would like to do it. It was proposed that the race be held on Saturday, 

1 May 1982, and that the race course cover the perimeter of the compound 
(including West Parking Lot) and be five miles in length. The preferred time 
is 9:30 a.m. It was suggested that sterile certificates be presented to all 
participants and that trophies be awarded in the following categories: 

Ist Place Men Overall, 1st Place Women Overall, 1st Place Male Over 30, 

lst Place Female Over 30, 1st Place Male Over 45, and lst Place Female Over 45. 
If the main concepts are approved, posters would be placed in Headquarters 
and in the "out'' buildings at the earliest possible time with registration 
sheets to show interest and estimate participants. 


A short meeting withL____] EAA Assistant Coordinator, indicated that, STAT 
pending approval, a small grant might be written into the EAA budget to 
aid in the necessary funding. A $1.00 registration fee to be paid by 
participants would provide the remainder. 


I met briefly with[_________| Headquarters Security Branch, who STAT 
indicated that there might be a problem with the runners and normal Agency 
traffic, even on a Saturday. They would be reluctant and/or unable to close 
the roads during that time.
